DS  MX  stand

Groups  opposing  the  massive  MX  system 
found  new  life  with  a  precedent-setting  state¬ 
ment  made  by  the  First  Presidency  of  the  LDS 
Church  Tuesday. 

“We  are  absolutely  thrilled  about  the  announ¬ 
cement,”  said  Bill  Walsh,  chairman  of  the  MX 
Information  Center  in  Salt  Lake  City.  “It  com¬ 
pletely  reinforces  our  stand  against  the  system 
here  in  Utah.  We  feel  the  Mormon  Church’s 
statement  will  help  our  cause  a  great  deal.” 

Scott  Thorley,  president  of  the  Southern  Utah 
MX  Coalition  in  Cedar  City,  said  the  church’s 
new  stance  “gives  us  an  affirmative  voice,  and  a 


demand  for  more  control  away  from  the  federal 
government.” 

Gov.  Scott  Matheson  told  a  news  conference  he 
was  “pleased  and  proud  of  the  church  for  showing 
the  courage  to  make  this  public  statement.”  He 
went  on  to  call  the  release  “the  most  important 
public  statement  that  has  come  out  of  this  state 
in  a  long  time.” 

Richard  Cowan,  a  professor  of  church  history, 
said  this  was  not  the  first  time  a  statement  of  this 
nature  has  been  made.  Cowan  added  that  it  has 
been  39  years  since  the  LDS  Church  made  a 
statement  on  national  defense  and  security.  He 
added  that  the  MX  system,  as  outlined  in  its  pre¬ 
sent  form,  doesn’t  threaten  lives  themselves,  but 
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the  church  might  find  the  possible  nuclear 
ramifications  of  such  a  missile  system  deadly. 

“I  think  the  church  is  duty  bound  to  speak  out 
about  issues  that  may  affect  the  security  of  the 
members,”  said  Larry  Porter,  chairman  of  the 
BYU  church  history  department. 

He  added  that,  as  a  member  of  the  church,  he 
feels  comfortable  about  the  statement  by  the 
First  Presidency. 

“They  don’t  pick  and  choose  what  they  are  go¬ 
ing  to  speak  out  about,”  Porter  said.  “As  Mor¬ 
mons  we  believe  they  do  so  by  inspiration  from 
the  Lord.” 

Walsh  said  the  Air  Force  “lost  the  battle  over 
MX  some  time  ago.  Only  now  are  people  finally 
beginning  to  wake  up  about  MX  and  its  effects 
on  our  lifestyle. 

“The  statement  can’t  but  throw  support  to  our 
cause,”  he  said.  “We  think  it  will  open  up  an  era 
of  more  citizen  involvement  in  Utah.” 

Walsh  added  that  his  organization  will  con¬ 
tinue  a  drive  to  see  that  the  MX  system  is  not 
only  taken  out  of  Utah,  but  “will  never  be  based 
on  land  anywhere  in  the  country.” 

Steve  Smith,  president  of  the  Heritage  Foun¬ 
dation  in  Salt  Lake  City,  said  the  LDS  statement 
“builds  hope  that  people  will  begin  to  wake  up 
about  MX.  The  Pentagon  now  looks  ridiculous 
and  silly  over  this  whole  affair.”

Britain  airlifts  troops 
to  prepare  for  violence 


BELFAST,  Northern  Ireland 
(AP)  —  Britain  airlifted  600  troops 
of  the  crack  Royal  Welsh  battalion 
to  Northern  Ireland  Wednesday  to 
strengthen  security  in  case  new 
violence  breaks  out  in  the  troubled 
province  when  hunger  striker  Bobby 
Sands  is  buried. 

Throughout  the  day,  Roman 
Catholic  mourners  filed  past  Sands’ 
open  oak  coffin,  flanked  by  two 
masked  IRA  honor  guards,  in  the 
living  room  of  his  home. 

The  Royal  Welsh  troops  flew  from 
a  Royal  Air  Force  base  in  Ox¬ 
fordshire  Wednesday  evening,  in 
advance  of  Sands’  Roman  Catholic 
funeral  Mass  and  Irish  Republican 
Army  burial  Thursday. 

Sands’  coffin  was  being  moved 
Wednesday  night  from  his  family’s 


home  in  the  Catholic  Twinbrook 
area  to  his  church,  nearby  St. 
Luke’s.

time  teaching.  Davis  will  succeed 
Max  Rogers  as  associate  dean  in  the 
college. 

In  the  appointment  letters, 
Holland  said  the  new  organizational 
structure  “is  one  of  several  steps  we 
are  now  and  will  be  taking  to  move 
religious  instruction  increasingly 
into  the  heart  of  our  campus-wide 
university  programs.” 

With  the  appointments,  the 
possibility  of  moving  religious  in¬ 
struction  “from  a  college  ‘spoke’  to  a 
university-wide  ‘hub’  of  the  wheel 
takes  on  its  newest  and  brightest 
significance,”  Holland  said.

“one  of  the  most  important 
organizational  arrangements 
developed  at  the  university  and  I  in¬ 
tend  it  to  signify  one  of  the  most 
fundamental  areas  of  emphasis  in 
the  Holland  administration.” 

Reynolds,  a  professor  of  govern¬ 
ment  and  philosophy,  joined  the 
BYU  faculty  in  1970.  He  served  five 
years  as  chairman  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  philosophy  and  one  year  as 
associate  director  of  the  Honors 
Program  prior  to  being  named  head 
of  the  General  Education  Program. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
House  worked  on  virtually  futile 
liberal  attempts  to  boost  spending 
on  social  programs  Wednesday  as  it 
neared  a  final  vote  on  President 
Reagan’s  austere  budget  outline  for 
1982. 

“Only  the  Lord  himself  could 
save  this  one,”  said  Speaker 
Thomas  P.  O’Neill,  D-Mass.,  the 
leading  opponent  of  the  administra¬ 
tion’s  spending  blueprint.  He  said 
the  final  tally  was  likely  to  come 
Thursday. 

“I’m  not  predicting  defeat,  but 
the  Republicans  may  be  unlucky 
enough  to  win  this  one,”  said 
O’Neill.  He  asserted  that  enactment 
of  Reagan’s  economic  program 
could  send  inflation  “through  the 
roof’  and  push  interest  rates  “into 
the  high  20s.” 

Any  lingering  doubt  about 
whether  Reagan  would  prevail  ap¬ 
peared  to  dissipate  when  nine 
Republicans,  who  said  last  week 
they  were  wavering,  released  a 
statement  pledging  their  votes  to 
the  president.  But  the  nine  also  said 
they  would  work  later  to  take  money 
from  defense  and  give  it  to  social 
programs. 

Reagan  continued  his  personal 
lobbying  at  the  White  House,  in¬ 
viting  fewer  than  a  dozen  House 
members  to  the  Oval  Office  for  a 
series  of  private  talks. 

Before  voting  on  the  Reagan  plan, 
the  House  turned  to  two  proposals 
drafted  to  appeal  to  liberals. 

Neither  of  the  liberal  proposals 
was  given  any  chance  of  passage  in 
the  House,  where  the  main  focus 


was  on  Reagan’s  budget  and  an 
alternative  put  together  by  the 
Democratic  leadership. 

The  administration  is  backing  a 
plan  to  accommodate  huge  cuts  in 
social  programs  and  an  accelerated 
defense  budget  as  well  as  a  three- 
year,  across-the-board  income  tax 
reduction  of  30  percent. 

The  president’s  $688.8  billion 
spending  plan  would  leave  a  deficit 
of  $31  billion  next  year  and  balance 
the  budget  in  1984. 


However,  near  Crossmaglen  in 
County  Armagh,  a  foot  patrol  of 
British  troopers  came  under 
automatic  weapons  fire  and  two 
were  injured,  army  headquarters 
reported.  It  said  20  rounds  from 
automatic  weapons  were  fired  at  the 
patrol,  which  returned  the  fire.  No 
hits  were  claimed  by  the  army.  One 
soldier  was  hit  in  the  thigh  and 
another  in  the  shoulder.  Both  in¬ 
juries  were  described  as  “not 
serious.” 

Police  said  38  people  had  been 
arrested  in  violence  sparked  by  the 
death  of  Sands,  who  had  been  con¬ 
victed  of  a  gun  possession  charge 
and  recently  elected  to  the  British 
Parliament. 


Four  Matheson  vetoes 
quelled  by  Legislators 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The 
Republican-dominated  Utah 
Legislature  overrode  four  of 
Democratic  Gov.  Scott  Matheson’s 
vetoes  Tuesday,  giving  the  state’s 
schools  $15.7  million  in  critical 
building  aid  and  relieving  counties 
of  responsiblity  for  families  cut  off 
state  welfare. 

The  Legislature  also  gave  the 
Senate  power  to  veto  the  governor’s 
judicial  appointments  and  assured 
that  persons  appointed  to  vacancies 
in  elective  office  would  be  from  the 
same  party  as  their  predecessors. 

However,  lawmakers  refused  to 
override  Matheson’s  veto  for  $3 
million  in  construction  funds  for  the 
Bridgerland  and  Davis  area 
vocational  centers. 

The  veto-override  session  was  the 


first  in  Utah’s  history.  Last  fall, 
voters  amended  the  constitution  to 
allow  lawmakers  to  Call  themselves 
back  into  session  to  override  vetoes. 
This  year,  Matheson  vetoed  18  bills 
after  lawmakers  ended  their  60-day 
general  session. 

House  Majority  Leader  LeRay 
McAllister,  R-Orem,  called  the  ses¬ 
sion  a  good  one  for  Republicans. 
“We  got  three  bills  we  wouldn’t 
have  if  we’d  agreed  to  what  the 
governor  wanted,  and  we  kept  the 
budget  in  balance,”  he  said. 

Matheson  had  earlier  agreed  to 
call  a  special  session  to  handle  a 
$6.7  million  shortfall  in  school 
funding  caused  by  a  new  law  rolling 
back  property  assessments  20  per¬ 
cent.  In  exchange,  he  wanted 
Republicans  to  promise  they 
wouldn’t  override  his  vetoes, 
McAllister  said. 

Specifically,  Matheson  didn’t 
want  counties  to  be  relieved  of  a 
responsibility  they’ve  had  since 
1898,  that  of  caring  for  the  poor 
when  all  other  aid  has  been  ex¬ 
hausted. 

He  also  wanted  Republicans  to 
leave  the  judicial  appointment 

Erocess  alone,  saying  it  would 
ecome  more  political  if  the  Senate 
were  allowed  to  veto  appointments. 

Matheson  also  objected  to  the 
Legislature’s  tying  his  hands  on  ap¬ 
pointments  to  vacancies  in  elective 
offices.  Under  the  new  law,  when 
the  governor  appoints  a  person  to 
fill  an  unexpired  term  in  the 
Legislature,  he  will  have  to  choose 
from  a  list  of  names  submitted  by 
the  party  of  the  former  lawmaker. 

The  session  had  a  decidedly 
political  tone.  Rep.  Mac  Haddow, 
R-Sandy,  blasted  Matheson,  saying 
he  felt  the  Legislature  had  shown 
remarkable  restraint  on  the  last 
night  of  the  general  session  when  it 
listened  to  the  governor’s  “childish 
tirade”  about  what  Republicans 
had  done  to  his  proposed  budget.  He 
said  the  Legislature  might  have 
“thrown  him  out  on  his  ear.” 

Rep.  John  Garr,  D-Price,  took  the 
GOP  to  task,  saying  the  difference 
between  Republicans  and 
Democrats  was  that  the  former 
cared  about  things,  and  the  latter 
cared  about  people. 

The  House  voted  to  override  two 
vetoes  the  Senate  was  unwilling  to 
consider.  It  voted  to  enact  a  law 
abolishing  supervision  guidelines  for 
two  apprenticeship  programs,  and  it 
voted  to  give  $1.5  million  in  con¬ 
struction  funds  to  the  Bridgerland 
area  vocational  center.

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Meaningful  grading  sought

“Making  the  grade”  may  be  a 
little  different  for  both  students 
and  teachers  in  the  coming 
months. 

While  no  formal  policy  about 
how  to  grade  has  been  issued,  the 
university  wants  to  make  sure 
grades  given  to  students  are  not  so 
inflated  as  to  be  meaningless,  said 
Eliot  Butler,  associate  academic 
vice  president.  Grades  have  un¬ 
dergone  great  deterioration  in  the 
past  few  years,  Butler  said, 
although  there  is  no  objection  to 
high  grades,  as  long  as  high  grades 
are  following  excellence. 

A  study  over  the  past  five  years 
at  BYU  shows  that,  overall, 
grades  have  been  on  an  upward 
trend.  Nationally,  grades  at  most 
major  state  colleges  are  leveling 
off. 

The  Faculty  Advisory  Council 
at  BYU  has  made  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  all  colleges  on  campus 
which  outline  “steps  to  help  make 
grades  represent  what  students 
nave  done,”  Butler  said. 

Efforts  to  change  grading 
policies  began  last  fall.  Objections 
from  faculty  and  students, 
however,  stopped  any  official 
changes,  Butler  said.  “We  don’t 
want  teachers  to  feel  restricted,  or 
students  to  feel  walked  on.” 


A  memorandum  to  the  faculty 
sent  on  April  9,  1981,  by 
Academic  Vice  President  Jae  R. 
Ballif,  gave  expectations  for 
classes. 


“We  would  never  want  to 
suggest  that  there  be  a  uniform 
approach  across  the  University  to 
courses  or  to  teaching  or  to 
methods  of  evaluating  the  student 
performance,”  the  memorandum 
stated. 

“There  is  no  pronouncement  of 
rules,”  Butler  said.  “The  door  has 
been  left  open  for  recommenda¬ 
tions.” 

The  memorandum  also  stated 
an  “essential  matter  for  any  class 
is  a  schedule  or  outline  that  states 
in  some  manner,  appropriate  for 
that  class,  the  expectations  for 
students  during  the  term.” 

The  memorandum  said  a 
schedule  or  outline  is  a  protection 
to  a  faculty  member  against  com¬ 
plaints  from  students  and  is  also 
intended  to  be  an  aid  to  the  stu¬ 
dent. 

A  continuous  flow  of  informa¬ 
tion,  including  data  of  each  in¬ 
dividual  college^  grades,  will  be 
given  to  the  college  deans. 

“This,  along  with  continuous 
instruction,  should  help  in 
providing  fair,  meaningful,  and 
valuable  grades,”  Butler  said.

Robison  says  he  remembers  well  the  WAC 
championships  held  in  Wyoming  in  1968  when 
snow  had  to  be  plowed  off  the  track  before  the 
meet  could  begin. 

“The  wind  never  got  below  35  mph  and  the 
temperature  was  hovering  around  freezing,”  he 
says.

NEW  YORK  AP  - 
Willie  Mays,  50  years 
old  Wednesday,  is 
getting  that  old 
baseball  “itch”  again. 

“I  never  look  back  — 
I  always  look  ahead  to 
my  new  challenges,” 
the  legendary  Hall  of 
Famer  said,  disclosing 
that  he  had  asked  the 
commissioner  to  review 
the  decision  barring 
him  from  a  baseball  job 
as  long  as  he  is  em¬ 
ployed  by  an  Atlantic 
City  gambling  casino. 

“I  met  with  the  com¬ 
missioner  Bowie  Kuhn 
about  a  month  ago,” 
said  Mays,  who  flew  to 
New  York  Tuesday 
night  from  his  Ather¬ 
ton,  Calif.,  home. 

“I  wanted  him  to  look 
over  what  I  had  been 
doing  in  my  community 
work  with  the  hotel  and 
to  see  that  it  was  in  no 


way  detrimental  to 
baseball.  If  he  lifted  the 
restriction,  I  might 
want  to  return  to  the 
game.” 

Mays  accepted  a 
lucrative  post  with  the 
Bally  Park  Place  Hotel 
in  October  1979,  calling 
for  him  to  participate  in 
community  affairs  and 
special  events.  The  con¬ 
tract  reportedly  called 
for  $100,000  a  year  for 
three  years. 

“I  have  a  very  good 
relationship  with  Bally 
and  I  wouldn’t  want  to 
give  it  up,”  Mays  said. 

He  said  he  would  like 
to  be  in  a  position  to 
consider  returning  to 
baseball  —  not 
necessarily  as  a  coach 
but  maybe  in  public 
relations  or  some  front 
office  capacity. 

Mays  declined  to  say 
if  he  had  received  any 
offers,  although  there 


have  been  rumors  that 
the  San  Francisco 
Giants  had  been  anx¬ 
ious  to  add  him  to  their 
family  structure. 

Mays  played  with  the 
New  York  and  San 
Francisco  Giants  before 
winding  up  his  il¬ 
lustrious  baseball 
career  with  the  New 
York  Mets.  After  ac¬ 
cepting  the  Atlantic 
City  post,  he  had  to  for¬ 
feit  the  final  two  years 
of  a  sweetheart  contract 
with  the  late  Joan 
Payson,  then  owner  of 
the  Mets.  It  called  for 
$50,000  a  year  for  10 
years  after  his  retire¬ 
ment.

LDS  Church  leaders  oppose  MX 


The  following  is  the  text  of  the  statement 
issued  Tuesday  by  the  First  Presidency  of 
the  LDS  Church  on  the  subject  of  MX  mis¬ 
sile  basing. 

We  have  received  many  inquiries  concerning 
our  feelings  on  the  proposed  basing  of  the  MX 
missile  system  in  Utah  and  Nevada.  After 
assessing  in  great  detail  information  recently 
available,  and  after  the  most  careful  and 
prayerful  consideration  we  make  the  following 
statement,  aware  of  the  response  our  words  are 
likely  to  evoke  from  both  proponents  and  oppo¬ 
nents  of  the  system. 

First,  by  way  of  general  observation  we 
repeat  our  warnings  against  the  terrifying  arms 
race  in  which  the  nations  of  the  earth  are 
presently  engaged.  We  deplore  in  particular  the 
building  of  vast  arsenals  of  nuclear  weaponry. 
We  are  advised  that  there  is  already  enough 
such  weaponry  to  destroy  in  large  measure  our 
civilization,  with  consequent  suffering  and 
misery  of  incalculable  extent. 

Secondly,  with  reference  to  the  presently 
proposed  MX  basing  in  Utah  and  Nevada,  we 
i  are  told  that  if  this  goes  forward  as  planned,  it 
will  involve  the  construction  of  thousands  of 
miles  of  heavy  duty  roads,  with  the  building  of 
some  4600  shelters  in  which  will  be  hidden 
some  200  missiles,  each  armed  with  ten 
warheads.  Each  one  of  these  ten  nuclear 
warheads  will  have  far  greater  destructive 
potential  than  did  the  bombs  dropped  on 
Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki. 

We  understand  that  this  concept  is  based  on 
the  provisions  of  a  treaty  which  has  never  been 
ratified,  and  that  absent  such  a  treaty,  the 
iproposed  installation  could  be  expanded  in¬ 
definitely.  Its  planners  state  that  the  system  is 
istrictly  defensive  in  concept,  and  that  the 
chances  are  extemely  remote  that  it  will  ever  be 
actually  employed.  However,  history  indicates 
Ithat  men  have  seldom  created  armaments  that 
eventually  were  not  put  to  use. 

We  are  most  gravely  concerned  over  the 
proposed  concentration  in  a  relatively  restric¬ 
ted  area  of  the  West.  Our  feelings  would  be  the 
isame  about  concentration  in  any  part  of  the  na- 
n,  just  as  we  assume  those  in  any  other  area 
selected  would  have  similar  feelings.  With 
:h  concentration,  one  segment  of  the  popula- 
;ion  would  bear  a  highly  disproportionate  share 
)f  the  burden,  in  lives  lost  and  property 
lestroyed,  in  case  of  an  attack,  particularly  if 
mch  were  to  be  a  saturation  attack. 


Such  concentration,  we  are  informed,  may 
even  invite  attack  under  a  first-strike  strategy 
on  the  part  of  an  aggressor.  If  such  occurred, 
the  result  would  be  near  annihilation  of  most  of 
what  we  have  striven  to  build  since  our  pioneer 
forebears  first  came  to  these  western  valleys. 

Furthermore,  we  are  told  that  in  the  event  of 
a  first-strike  attack,  deadly  fallout  would  be 
carried  by  prevailing  winds  across  much  of  the 
nation,  maiming  and  destroying  wherever  its 
pervasive  cloud  touched. 

Inevitably  so  large  a  construction  project 
would  have  an  adverse  impact  on  water 
resources,  as  well  as  sociological  and  ecological 
factors  in  the  area.  Water  has  always  been 
woefully  short  in  this  part  of  the  West.  We 
might  expect  that  in  meeting  this  additional 
demand  for  water  there  could  be  serious  long¬ 
term  consequences. 

We  are  not  adverse  to  consistent  and  stable 
population  growth,  but  the  influx  of  tens  of 
thousands  of  temporary  workers  and  their 
families,  together  with  those  involved  in  sup¬ 
port  services,  would  create  grave  sociological 
problems,  particularly  when  coupled  with  an 
influx  incident  to  the  anticipated  emphasis  on 
energy  development. 

Published  studies  indicate  that  the  fragile 
ecology  of  the  area  would  likewise  be  adversely 
affected.. 

We  may  predict  that  with  so  many  billions  of 
dollars  at  stake  we  will  hear  much  talk 
designed  to  minimize  the  problems  that  might 
be  expected  and  to  maximize  the  economic 
benefits  that  might  accrue.  The  reasons  for 
such  portrayals  will  be  obvious. 

Our  fathers  came  to  this  western  area  to  es¬ 
tablish  a  base  from  which  to  carry  the  gospel  of 
peace  to  the  peoples  of  the  earth.  It  is  ironic, 
and  a  denial  of  the  very  essence  of  that  gospel, 
that  in  this  same  general  area  there  should  be 
constructed  a  mammoth  weapons  system 
potentially  capable  of  destroying  much  of 
civilization. 

With  the  most  serious  concern  over  the  press¬ 
ing  moral  question  of  possible  nuclear  conflict, 
we  plead  with  our  national  leaders  to  marshal 
the  genius  of  the  nation  to  find  viable  alter¬ 
natives  which  will  secure  at  an  earlier  date  and 
with  fewer  hazards  the  protection  from  possible 
enemy  aggression  which  is  our  common  con-

Three  “dead”  and 
more  than  30  “injured” 
students  were  removed 
from  the  “collapsed” 
Fugal  Hall  in  Heritage 
Halls  Wednesday  mor¬ 
ning  by  area  ambu¬ 
lance  and  paramedic 
units. 

The  students  from  a 
BYU  ward  and  from 
Utah  Technical  College 
served  as  victims  in  the 
mock  catastrophe,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Craig  Skou  of 
BYU’s  Disaster  Task 
Force. 

“The  purpose  of  the 
exercise  was  to  test  the 
university  and 
munity  emergency 
resources  —  to  evaluate 
how  they  would  react  to 
a  major  catastrophe,” 
said  Skou. 

The  emergency  began 
at  7:30  a.m.  when  the 
victims  were  “fitted” 
with  various  injuries 
and  briefed  on  how  to 
respond  to  medics’ 
queries. 

Few  of  the  directors 
of  agencies  involved 
had  any  forewarning  of 
the  exercise,  or  knew 
exactly  when  and  where 
it  was  to  take  place,  he 
said. 

Skou  notified  campus 
Security  Police  at  9:20 
a.m.  that  Fugal  Hall 
had  collapsed,  and  city 
medical  and  civil  ser¬ 
vice  agencies,  including 
police  and  ambulance 
services  from  Orem  and 
Provo,  were  contacted. 

Upon  their  notifica¬ 
tion  of  the  emergency, 
security  activated  the 
university’s  Disaster 
Task  Force,  which  con¬ 
sists  of  16  campus  em¬ 
ployees,  who  may  be 
called  upon  in  an 


emergency  to  ensure 
that  the  proper  medical 
and  civil  authorities  are 
notified. 

When  the  authorities 
arrived,  victims  were 
classified  as  to  how 
seriously  they  were  in¬ 
jured  and  transported 
to  Utah  Valley  Hospital 
for  treatment. 

Skou  said  he  believed 
the  exercise  went  well.

Leaders  of  the  LDS 
church  have  long  been 
concerned  with  the 
creation  of  a  unique  ar¬ 
tistry.

She  was  com¬ 
missioned  to  paint  a 
mural  in  the  immigrant 
receiving  ,  station  at 
Ellis  Island  and  sub¬ 
mitted  art  work  instead 
of  tuition  to  BYU  for 
her  children’s  educa¬ 


tion.  When  60  years  old, 
she  painted  the  world 
room  mural  in  the 
Manti  Temple. 

Her  philosophy  of  art 
is  pervasive  in  her  work 
and  her  writings. 

She  said,  “When  we 
shall  have  advanced  far 
enough  to  forget  to  sign 
our  names,  we  will  have 
reached  the  goal.  .  .to 
develop  an  art  as  great 
as  the  Egyptians  did. 

“Theirs  is  the  art  of  a 
people,  magnificent  af¬ 
ter  millennia. 

“So  should  our  art, 
rich  in  story  and  backed 
by  a  great  faith,  be  so 
glorious  that  future 
generations  shall  say, 
‘This  is  the  art  of  a 
great  race  at  its  very  in¬ 
ception.’  So  may  it  be 
with
